Mental 
Illness very often strikes those who 
feel they are the surest of never 
getting mental A person with good 
mental health is one who can live 
at peace with himself; his family; 
friends; neighbors, and abide by 
the laws of the land. There are 
various types of mental Illnesses, 
the why wo become mental, is not 
known, however factors which 
hasten it's approach are con¬ 
tinuous drinking, filthy talk, tak¬ 
ing religion too seriously, etc. 

Mr. Miller explained the Schltzo- 
phrenia, Paranoid and Cycotlc. The 
Schltzophrema or the split per¬ 
sonality Is usually not feared. Tho 
Paranoid Is temporarily danger¬ 
ous. The Cycotlc type is the one 
which begins in childhood, this is 
very often caused by not being 
tiusted, this type is the hardest 
treated and it takes longer to do 
so. Ail mentally 111 persons require 
a great deal of love shown you so 
they will not feel shunned. Water- 
shock was the first treatment used 
but they found it not always too 
lasting. Then came Electro-shock, 
but this proved too severe for 
some. Insulin-shock produces a 
coma and it seems to be a big help. 
However the blessed drug for Men¬ 
tal Illnesses is the tranquilizer. 
More complete lasting cures are 
obtained with this than anything 
else to dale. 

Mr. Miller finds from talking to 
patients in the institutions that 
they all dread the day they will be 
discharged due to the false stigma 
toward mental illness. Urged all 
to assist in the work for mental 
illness whether In or out of Insti¬ 
tutions. Never shun nor neglect 
these people, fhe greatest problem 
today Is the emotionally disturbed 
child. Symptoms which may be used 
as warnings but which do not mean 
your child la thus, are: (1) nail- 
biting; (2) poor mixer; (3; Bed- 
wetter; (4) habits such as hair 
twisting. These are not sure signs 
your child is disturbed but if they 
continue it is best to consult ths 
proper doctor. These symptoms arv 
caused by something bothering 
and being always on the child's 
mind, a very good example of this 
Is continuous nagging. A child's 
disposition Is xmtrolled by the age 
of four months by the surrounding 
elements. Life's pattern is pretty 
well established by the age of 13 
and it usually remains thus till 
death. Never show favoritism, 
never chastise or scold in front of 
other, be moderate in your re¬ 
ligion. Mother love is not enough 
without father love too. They feel 
that the TV U a very good stabili¬ 
zer for the young child.
